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DETAILED ACTION 

The preliminary amendment filed November 2, 2005, has been received and entered. 
Claims 13 and 24-26 are cancelled. 
Claims 1-12 and 14-23 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 1-12, drawn to a device.

Group II, claim(s) 14-23, drawn to a method of purifying, concentrating, screening, or detecting 
a target. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

The inventions listed as Groups X-XX do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

A "special technical feature" is defined by PCT Rule 13.2 as "those technical features 
that define a contribution which each of the claimed inventions, considered as a whole, makes 
over the prior art." In the instant case, as discussed below, certain embodiments of claimed 
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inventions fail to make any contribution over the prior-art. Because certain embodiments of the 
claimed inventions fail to make any contribution over the prior art, the claims as filed fail to 
contain a single common special technical feature supporting a showing unity of invention. 

Specifically, as evidenced by the International Search Report, which is part of the record 
in this application, it is clear that at least US 6,280,595, WO 99/2971 1, and US 6,1 13,768, 
demonstrate that the claims presented for examination at the very least lack an inventive step. 
Because the claims as filed lack a common special technical feature which defines them over the 
prior art, the claims lack unity. 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

(a) the electrophilic groups recited in claim 9; 

(b) the nucleophilic groups recited in claim 10; 

(c) the bonds recited in claim 11; 

(d) the probes recited in claim 12; 

(e) the objects recited in claim 19. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species, from each of (a) to 
(e) above, to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be 
allowable. The reply must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any 
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claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic 
is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP 
§ 809.02(a). 

The claims are deemed to correspond to the species listed above in the following manner: 
Claims 9-12 and 19. 

The following claim(s) are generic: 1-8, 14-18, and 20-23. 

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 
because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding special technical 
features for the following reasons: Each of the electrophilic and nucleophilic groups, as well as 
the bonds, affect the materials used in the recite device and methods. Moreover, each of the 
probes and objects recited in claim 19 have different structures and requirements for appropriate 
binding. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include 
an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143),
